(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON—After 
striking 


out practically all of the provisions 
for federal regulations of the coal 
industry in emergencies, and 
for 


special taxation on excess profits, 
the senate manufacturers committee 
agreed today to report favorably 
the Calder bill. 
Chairman La Follette' said 
the 


committee report would be put into 
the senate today and other members 
said an effort would be made to ob- 
tain senate action at this session. 


As revised the measure would re- 


quire all coal mine operating com- 
panies to report through the federal 
trade commission at regular inter- 
vals the actual cost of mining coal 
and the actual selling price. Other 
provisions require reports on coal 
stocks 
and coal 
transportation 


movements to be assembled through 
other government bureaus. 


Provisions stricken out (five the 


president power to declare sn emer- 
gency in coal supply, fix prices, con- 
trol- distribution and, if necessary, 
to take over the mines and distrib- 
uting agencies.

es have asked me how the expendi- 
tures for milk Mid irdlk products 
can possibly be 44 per cent of the 
total amcomd paid for food and yet 
leave anything else to eat. 
That 


the amount paid for milk product* 
should be 44 percent of the entire 
food expenditures is the estimate ol 
Prof. Sherman of Columbia Univer- 
sity, and ono that has been quit* 
fronorally accepted by advocates of 
milk. The advantage to -which tmi 
amount of milk may bo used is evi- 
dent in the menus iriren. 


Given a family of five, father, 


mother, and three 
children, 
tn« 


adults consuming rot less than a 
quarter pint of milk, and a quart 
being allowed for each of the chil- 
dren, it is probable that a good deal 
of tho three quarts for the children 
will.be used in cooking for 
iihe 


whole family. 
Nevertheless, 
the 


children will get their share. Other 
milk products, butter, cheese, and 
ico cream, are liberally used in the 
menus. 
At the present price of milk in 


Madison, three and a half quarts of 
milk will cost from 35 to 40 cents. 
Adding to this amount the amount 
spent for butter, cheese, cream, and 
ice cream, and comparing the costs 
of other foods, we .shall not be far 
from Prof. Sherman's recommenda- 
tion, 
i, 


Tho children shouM have milk to 


drink at every meal. Cocoa is al- 
lowed instead of milk at breakfast. 
The grown-ups too may substitute 
for coffee. 
Egg appears in each 


dinner menu along with meat, the 
egg being for the children. A milk 
soup is planned for each luncheon 
o\ supper. The desserts are largely 
milk, .fruit, and csreal' combinations. 


Beginning on this basis the fol- 


lowing menus are suggested:

For The Mother And Her Kiddies 


\ Pension Law in Wisconsin Should be Changed to Take Care 


of Women With Large Families 


VE of the most coostrnctive pieces of legislation on the 
statute books in Wisconsin today is the mothers' pension 
o 
law. 


Uoetar the provisions of this law anfortanate mothers who 


are left widows with children and without sufficient means of 
support are not subjected to the cruelty of seeing their families 
broken op and their kiddies sent to the care of strange people 
and to strange institutions. 


Because of limitations that were placed in the law when 


pawed, however, the principle of the mothers' pension law is de- 
feated in many cases. 


Under the law at the present time, the maximum amount of 


aid that can be given to a mother is $40 per month. She is 
jfiven $15 for the first child and $10 for each other child with 
the total amount not to exceed $40. 


One of the stipulations of vhe mothers' pension law is that 


the recipient of the pension shall not accept aid or charity from 
;,..„ other source. That is, a woman who is receiving a mothers' 
pension here in Madison cannot be jriven any aid by the Public 
Welfare association. 


With the tremendous increase in the cost of living in the 


last few years this has worked a great hardship to many moth- 
era entitled to benefits under the law. 


There is an injustice in the present law which Senator 


Henry A. Huber seeks to have adjusted in a bill which he has 
introduced in the senate. Under the present law a woman who 
is left with six or eight children to support receives no more as 
a pension than does a woman with three children. Senator Huber 
therefore proposes to raise the maximum amount which moth- 
ers with a larpe family can receive. 


It will be generally admitted that the woman who has six 


or eight children is the kind of a case that the principle of the 
mothers' pension seeks to reach. A woman who has two or 
three children may be able to do some sort of work that will go 
toward maintaining the home. 
A woman with six or eight 


children on her hands, however has all that she can do to give 
her children the supervision and care of home life. 


It takes no reasoning to show that a mother cannot main- 


tain a family of six or eight children on §40 per month. 


The Capita] Times realizes that there is a demand for econ- 


omy among members of the legislature. But we do not believe 
that there is one heart in the legislature that does not beat sym- 
pathetically with the struggle of some unfortunate woman who 
is striving to keep her kiddies together and to give them the 
benefit of a mother's loving care. 


We do not believe that the legislature feels that the great 


state of Wisconsin cannot afford to aid every struggling mother 
who is putting up a gocd fight to keep her home circle from be- 
ing broken up and of seeing her children taken from her and 
sent to strange and unknown places. 


Mr. Legislator, the provisions of Senator Huber's bill will 


not impose very much of an added financial burden on the people 
of (he state. Let's economize somewhere else and say: 


"The great state of Wisconsin stands sympathetically back 


of every unfortunate mother in this state who is making a. good 
fight to keep her home and kiddies together." 


On such a roll call, Mr. Legislator, you need never have any 


fear of meeting your constituents.

UNEMPLOYMENT 


T 


HE problem of unemployment is even more serious in Eng- 


land than in this country. Unemployment is one of the 


sroatest terrors to the working-man. For the first time in ten 
years English laborers are facing unemployment, the men out 
of work have nearly doubled since last November, and the un- 
employment registers show that nearly a million trade-union 
men are involuntarily idle. Parades of the unemployed are be- 
ing held, usually led by ex-soldiers. England has had unem- 
ployment insurance since 1911, and in 1920 an act was passed 
which extended and enlarged such insurance. All persons over 
16, with certain exceptions, are covered by this insurance to the 
funds of which workmen, employers and the state contribute. 
The benefits begin after the first three days of unemployment, 
but only last for 15 weeks of any one year. The amount paid 
to the insured is 15 shillings per week for men, and 12 shillings 
per week for women, and half these amounts for those who are 
under 18. 


The cost of living has increased so much since the unem- 


ployment a*t was passed that the relief afforded is altogether 
inadequate, and the government finds if it does make some fur- 
ther provisions for unemployment it will have great trouble 
with labor. 


One of the principal advantages claimed for unemployment 


insurance is that it will interest the employing class to put forth 
its best efforts to KEEP 'EMPLOYMENT STEADY. But there 
la another advantage In unemployment insurance. 
It is at 


least a partial recognition of the fundamental right of every 
man to a Job—to an opportunity to earn a living. 


When we consider all our marvelous labor-saving machines, 


and how many new processes have been discovered which have 
enormouly increased th« effectiveness of labor, what a RE- 
PROACH it IK to present-day civilization that we cannst devise 
•n economic aystesn which will always afford opportunities for 
employment, for men who want to work, and who are perhaps 
•tarvinr and freezlnf and suffering all sorts of privation for 
want of the thJnn which labor would produce if employed. 


If employer* hare to pay for unemployment no doubt they

rule.

pupils are often marked up so that 
they serve as "ponies" for those 
bhat use them .in succeeding years. 
Slight changed from year to year, 
(in the arithmetic work issoed in 
the 
proposed panjpJilets), would 


prevent such results.
